The-tollowiug are particalars of the accident already 
briefly mentioned, which occurred to the William Cory, 
whilst laying the submarine u legragh cable destined to 
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e was salely landed in the Bay of Sablettes on the 
14th inst., and the William Cory got under weigh in the 
aiternoun about three o'clock. The following day, at 
noon, having run a distance of 89 miles, the William 
Cory signalled the Gomer (the trigave appointed by the 
French Guvernment to attend upon her) to communi 
cate for the «purpose of (changing observations. In 
lolng ao the Gomer ran ran on mio the William Cory, 
striking her on the port side just abait the maiu rigging, 
and carrying away funnels, mizeomast, steering + heel 
apd paying-out machinery. It being impossible to 
proceed with the operation, the cable was buoyed in 
about 1.300 fathoms water, and the Gomer towed the 
William Cory into Toulon harbour. This accident is 
much to be regretted, as up to the time the cable was 
cut—alter being buoyed—the c.mrupication between 
the ship and the shore was perfect, and it is stated that 
there is every hope, after the William Cory is repaired, 
that the operation can be successfully completed. The 
steam corvette Canton has been despatched by the French 
Government from Toulon to watch the buoy. 

ITALY. 

A Turin letter of the 19th,in the Debats, says: — 

The news that Francis IL. had refused the armistice 
has been a surprise to everybody here.
